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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant asserts that Ghaffar fails to teach or 
suggest inserting in the resulting profile information, a first item of profile infomration". The examiner respectfully disagrees. Claims do not 
clearly define "resulting profile information", and "first item of profile informaiton". During examination, the claims must be interpreted as 
broadly as their terms reasonably allow. In re American Academy of Science Tech Center, 367 F.3d 1359, 1369, 70 USPQ2d 1827, 1834 
(Fed. Cir. 2004). It is well known in the art that database can add or insert new attributes, or update data already existing in the database 
with the update attribute. Gledje discloses a database that explicitly shows resulting profile information (Figs. 2A, 2B) and a first item of 
profile information has inserted into the resulting profile information (information type, information attributes,... Fig. 2A; capability of 
receiving device, information type,. ..Fig. 2B).
